WE have not for a long time enjoyed a higher dramatic treat 
than in witnessing the representation of the Tragedy of The 
Bridal, which was repeated here on Saturday night, and to 
judge from the breathless silence and the deep attention of the § 
audience, it was evident thatevery one present partook of our en- 
joyment. My Young Wife and My Old Umbrella, Nicolas & 
Flam, and The Happiest Day of my Life followed the Tra- 
gedy.—A/fter the admission of half-price the house was quite full. 

On Saturday, Mr.Lacy, the musical composer, brought an ac- 
tion in the Court of Common Pleas, against Mr. Osbaldiston, the i 
lessee of Covent Garden Theatre, for breach of an agreement. & 
Serjeant Wilde, for the plaintiff, stated that Mr. Lacy bad been 
engaged by the defendant as acting manager, at a salary of £400 
per annum, and a further sum of £100 should the Theatre be in 
the meantime successful; the plaintiff was also to have a Bene- 
fit, and the right of exercisiog the usual privileges attached to § 
the office of stage-manager. The plaintiff had received £400, & 
and the action was brought to recover a further sum of £100,and 
compensation for a Benefit which had not been granted to him. & 











Messrs. Bunn, Price, Kemble, Cooper, and Sheridan Knowles, im 


were examined by the plaintiff’s counsel to make out his casc, 
the agreement having been previously put in and proved. Mr. 
Platt for the defendant, said this was a pretty case to occupy the 
time of a court of law. The plaintiff was a musical composer, 
and it was no part of his duty to sow discord among the per- 
fomers, discord wassometimes necessary to produce harmony, but 
in Mr. Lacy’s case all was discord and no harmony. Mr, Lacy 
made a great parade at being refused a Benefit, but the fact was 
he never applied to have a night fixed until after he had been 
discharged from his situation, The learned counsel then proved 
by the evidence of Mr. Robertson the treasurer of tke Theatre, 
that the first season closed in June 1836, and the excess of ex - 
penditure over the receipts was £1767, 6s. 3d., and that f:om 
the opening of the Theatre on the following 12th of September, 
to the 5th of October, the loss was £553. 15s, 5d, exclusive of 
tradesmen’s bills, the amount of which he did not know. The 
Jury after a few minutes deliberation in the box, returned a ver- 
dict generally for the defendant. 

It has been reported within the last three or four days that the 
propriétors of Covent Garden Theatre have had an advantageous 
offer to rent the}Theatre for the purpose of converting it into a 
place of worship.

‘¢ What will be done with the Winter Theatres next year, or 
even this, is a matter of serious speculation to the proprietors, 
For many seasons they have been losing concerns. Covent 
Garden occasioned Laporte’s bankruptcy, and CaptainPolhill lost 
between £60,000 and £70,000 at Drury Lane, before he thought 
he had sufficiently burnt his fingers by dabbling in theatricals. 
The present lessee cannot, in the opinionof those who know 
him best, have lost much, but we apprehend that he has gained 
nothing, though he bas had the advantsge, while he has been 
carrying on the Theatre, of living upon part of the receipts. 
If Schroeder Devrient and Taglioni have failed to remunerate 
the lessee for his enterprize, it is not merely because they claimed 
so large a share of the takings at the doors, but becauze, had 
they received only half that sum, their engagement would not 
have answered. One good effect of the present theatrical crisis 
will probably be that if foreign dancers and singers are invited to 
this country, the invitation will not be backed by such liberal 
offers of emolument. It is a fact {hat cannot be too often stated 
that during the time Schroeder Devrient and Taglioni have been 
in London, our native performers have not received more than 
two thirdsjol their salaries to which they were legally entitled.”— 
Observer.
